REPORT OF NORFOLK COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


To the Warden and members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit to your honorable body 
my thirty-second annual report on the County Road System. 


In November, 1948, By Law No. 887 was passed adding cer- 
tain extensions and additions to the Road System. The exten- 
sions and additions increase the mileage of the System by 
29.15 miles or approximately an increase of 13.75 per cent to 
for the construction and maintenance of these additions and 
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By Law was assented to by the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council on Dec. 16, 1948, and the County is now responsible 
for the construction and maintenance of these additions. and. 
extensions. The System now consists of 52.15 miles. 


I have made an examination of these extensions and addi- 
tions and report as follows: 


(1) Extension to Road No. 8 from Road No. 1 to King’s 
Highway No. 3, length .7 miles. It is well graded and gravelled 
but some additional Gravel may be required before a mulch 
top can be applied. 


(2) Extension of Road 18 on the Town Line between the 
Townships of Windham and Townsend, length 6 miles. The 
greater part of this road will require regrading and 3 small 
bridges or large culverts will have to be extended or replaced. 
At a point 2.5 miles north of the southerly end of the extension 
there is .75 miles of heavy brushing to be done, and it was 
noted that water was standing level with the surface of the 
road for .75 miles. There is also a very large number of logs 
showing on the surface of the road. 


(3) The addition from Road No. 9 on the Third Concession 
Road in the Township of Charlotteville from Baker’s Schooi- 
house Corner, westerly to the Village of Fairground in the 
Township of Houghton, length of road 15.45 miles. From 
Road No. 9 westerly to Road No. 10 is 2.25 miles. This portion 
was graded and gravelled some years ago as a relief measure. 
It may be possible to construct a mulch, but it might be neces- 
sary to add gravel first. Proceeding westerly, a mulch can be 
constructed to the Park gate of the Provincial Reforestry 
Station. From this point there is considerable heavy brushing 
needed, a number of heavy cuts and fills will have to be made. 
Four new bridges will be required from the Forestry Park 
gate to Cultus, a distance of 10 miles. After the grading is 
completed a stabilized road can be constructed, thus disposing 
of a great expense in the hauling of gravel. The road from 
Cultus to Fairground would be a mulch construction. 


(4) The addition from Road No. 10 at Powell’s Corners 
passing through Lynedoch to the 14th Concession Road of N. 
Walsingham to Road No. 8, length 7 miles. From Powell’s 
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Corners to the top of the west hill in Lynedoch is a mulch 
road, then gravel to the Town Line between Charlotteville 
and North Walsingham. Immediately west of the Town Line 
a realignment of the road is required, together with a culvert 
and a heavy cut and fill. The balance of the road is well graded 
and gravelled, a mulch can be applied. 


One of the important features of the 1948 work was the 
purchase of a Distributor for applying Tar or Asphalt to- 
gether with a Tank Car Heater for boosting up the tempera- 
ture of material in the Tank Car. The outfit consists of a 
Littleford Distributor mounted on a 6-ton G.M.C. truck and 
a Chausse Tank Car Heater, total cost $12,500.00, I am confi- 
dent that we will save a considerable amount of money by the 
use of this machine. Even this year, after allowing $2000. for 
depreciation we effected a saving of $5900. as against pre- 
vailing prices for this type of work. 


The following is a schedule showing the cost.of the mater- 
ials and work on the various roads under the heading of Con- 
struction:

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COUNTY ASSESSMENT SCHEDULES — REVISIONS 


The report of the special Committee on Assessment which 
contained several recommendations to the County Assessor. 
for revision of County Assessment Schedules and which was 
adopted by the County Council at its December 7-1948 session 
has been given careful consideration by the County Assessor. 
The several briefs presented to the Committee and the apprais- 
als made under County Assessment Schedules have been stu- 


died. 


It is deemed advisable to amend the County Assessment 
schedules as follows; 


1. No change in the rating for Number 1 and Number 2 Tob- 
acco Land. 


Number 3 Tobacco land to be appraised at $80.00 et acre in- 
stead of at $90.00 per acre. 


Note; In appraising tobacco land appraise double the acre- 
age grown or double the rights to grow, also giving consider- 
ation to the acreage of tobacco the farm is equipped to pro- 
duce and the acreage of land suitable for tobacco. Marketing 
Board rights usually represent 45% of available tobacco land 
on the farm. One standard kiln will take care of from six to 
seven acres of tobacco. 


2. It is considered advisable to include in the schedules an ex- 
tra grade of general farm land between that of No. 1 General 
farm land and Market garden land, accordingly the following 
schedule is added. 


SPECIAL GENERAL FARM LAND: Clay loam, sandy 
loam or gravelly loam when used for canning crops, hoe crops, 
or special farm crops such as tomatoes, corn, peas, peppers, 
potatoes etc., $60.00 to $80.00 per acre. 


3. Market Garden Lands; revised to read; 
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“Good sand loam or clay loam used for market garden crops. 
or where more than one crop may be produced in a year, or 
for such crops as table corn, strawberries etc., $100.00 to 
$125.00 per acre. 


It is not considered advisable to make any change in the 
schedules covering apple or peach orchards. 


The appraisal of tobacco kilns and greenhouses is consider- 
ed equitable under the present schedules and any adoption of a 
flat rate for such improvements to land would result in no al- 
lowance being made for their location or condition. 


A fuller statement will be made to the County Council at its 
January session with respect to the recommendations of the 
1948 County Council and the reasons for the revisions to the 
schedules as noted above.

WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Norfolk deem it necessary to borrow the sum of Three hun- 
dred and Ninety-Six thousand Dollars, to meet, until the lev- 
ies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corporation 
for the year 1949, the amount being less than seventy per | 
cent. of the revenues for 1948. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount of the revenues of the 
Corporation as set out in the financial statement for 1948, not 
including revenues from borrowings and issue of debentures is 


$565,942.98. 


AND WHEREAS THE total amount heretofore author- 
ized to be borrowed for the year 1949 for the purposes men- 
tioned in Subsection of Section 339 of the Municipal Act is 
$396,000.00 of which the Corporation has not already borrow- 
ed any sum. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION
